spectacle-glasses between his thumb and 
linger, he was startled by the suddenly 
enlarged appearance of a neighboring 
chureii-spire. 


Tlie art of etching upon glass was dis- 


covered by a "Nuremberg glass-cutter. 
Uy accident a few drops of aqua fortis 
fell upon his spectacles. He noticed that 
the glass became corroded ami softened 
where the acid had touched it. That 
was hint enough. He drew figures upon 
glass with varnish, applied the corroding 
fluid, and then cut away the glass around 
the drawing. When the varnish was re- 
moved, the ligures appeared raised upon 
a dark ground. 
QMczzotinto owed its invention to the 
simple accident of the gun-barrel of a 
sentry becoming rusty with dew.

Not having 
pen, ink and paper convenient, he wrote 
the list on the stone with the etching

A fe-iv days later, when about to clean 


the stone, he wondered what effect aqua 
fortis would have upon it. Ho applied 
the acid; and in a few minutes saw the 
writing standing out iu relief. The next 
step necessary was simply to ink tl 
stone and take oil' an impression. 


The composition of which printing 


rollers are made was discovered by a 
Salopian printer. IS'ot being able, to dis- 
cover the pelt-ball, ho inked the typo 
with a piece ot soft glue which had fallen 
out of the glue-pot.
